‘Valtin’ Assault Victim 
Says Act Was Robbery

LOS ANGELES, Cal. March 12.— 
The man whom Richard Krebs, 
better known as “Jan Veltin,” as- 
saulted in this city on Aug. 1927, has 
just been located.

Senator Daniel Gutman of Brook- 
lyn and Assemblymen Mario G. 
Carriello of Queens, both Demo- 
crats, charged that the hearing was 
an “absolute farce” after the chair- 
man Senator Pliny Williamson, 
Westchester Republican, had al- 
lotted a total of 20 minutes to a

FRAUDULENT PRACTISES 


Appearing for the New York 
Chapter of the National Lawyers | 
Guild, Archibald Bromsen charged | 
that the loan companies were en- 
gaging in wholesale violation of the 
banking law, and were being pro- 
tected in this by the State Bank- 
os Department, woich he called an 
“adjunct” of the money-lenders.

When city authccrities suppress 
the right of free speech and 4a5- 
sembly, militant labor unions and 
revolutionary poiitical parties in 
the United States have long fo!l- 


lowed the policy of speaking in 
spite of these official bans. And 
almost invari@bly sufficient masses 
rally to break down the attempt 
to sWfle the people's rights. 

I have been in many such free 
speech fights and was arresied 
therefor in Kansas City, Missou!¢ 
Newark, Chicago, Denver and New 
York.

The so-called Committee. to Defend 
America by Aiding the Allies and the s0- 
called America First Committee have re- 
cently made public the names of some of 
their financial contributors. 

The lists are enlightening. On the Aid- 
the-Allies Committee will be found such 
names as J. P. Morgan, Thomas 8S. Lamont 
and Paul Mellon. On the America First 
Committee are such big business men as E. 
T. Weir, William H. Regnery of Chicago 
and Brig. Gen. Robert E. Wood of Sears 
Roebuck. 

These names are never found on com- 
mittees to help protect the civil rights of 
the people or to promote progressive legis- 
lation. These, in fact, are the rulers of 
America and the men against whom every 
fight for the rights of the people and for 
better labor conditions must be fought. The 
people on the “opposing”’ lists belong to the 
same boards of directors, the same banks, 
the same political parties and the same coun- 
try clubs—in short, to the same capitalist 
class. They are imperialists, first and last, 
seeking to promote American imperialist in- 
terests throughout the world and disagree- 
ing only on the question of taetics. 

Regardless of whether some supporters 
in these groups have been misled, the guid- 
ing motive behind both of them is war— 
with profits for the rich and disaster for the 
people. The American people, the overs 
whelming majority of whom desire peace, 
must build their own independent peace or- 
ganizations (like the American Peace Mobi- 
lization) if they are to take the country out 
of the war and keep it at peace.

Whose action was subversive—that of 
the students who upheld the 13th, 14th and 
15th Amendments or that of the NYU offi- 
cials who penalized them? Since when did 
it become a crime to uphold the citizenship 
of the Negro people in a supposedly demo- 
cratic institution of learning? 


On the heels of this, the Committee for 
the Defense of Student Rights and other 
youth organizations have found it necessary 
to protest vigorously an-apparently true 
newspaper report that Mayor LaGuardia’s 
subordinates the red-hunt squad, photo- 
graphed every student who picketed the 
Rapp-Coudert hearings at the county court- 
house the other day. Such terroristic me- 
thods are intended to intimidate the grow- 
ing movement on the campuses for academic 
freedom afid for adequate, democratic 
scnools. They are at the same time an at- 
tack on the lawful rights.of peaceful picket- 
ing, free speech, and on the right of citizens 
to petition for redress of grievances. 

It is clearly to the interests of labor and 
all democratic citizens to give unstinted 
support to the students in their struggle for 


democracy and academic freedom in the 
schools.

Where Victory Was 
Won 


* In defeating a reactionary measure to 


bar the Communist and other minority par- 
ties from the state ballot, the people of 
South Dakota won a heartening victory for 
civil liberties, 

The measure had passed the lower House 
with but five dissenting votes, and -was well 
on the way to passage in the Senate. But 
mass protests were so insistent that they 
broke through some of the conservative 
newspapers, and the bill was killed in Sen- 
ate Committee. Labor and democratic citi- 
realized that the “subversion and 
treason” which the bill was hysterically 
palmed off to oppose, were really intended 
for the trade unions and the anti-war move- 
ment. Homesteaders losing their farms in 
South Dakota, know that the Communists 
are not responsible for this; but that the 
banks and trusts are, and further, that the 
Communists fight to prevent these mass 
evictions. 

Similar bills — the Dunnigan, Coughlin 
and Devaney—are pending in Albany. The 
Dunnigan bills, aimed at barring the Com- 
munist Party from the ballot, paved the 
way for the introduction of the other two 
measures which are more directly intended 
against labor and progressive organizations. 
The achievement of the South Dakota peo- 
ple in successfully protesting an anti-Com- 
munist bill, is an exemple for New Yorkers 
in halting the legislative drive against civil 
rights in this state.

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THE FIGHT TO GET AMERICA 
OUT OF WAR GOES.ON 


OW that Roosevelt’s signature is on HR 

1776, the. people of this country will 

redouble their efforts to save America from 
the battlefield and dictatorship. 

For the people’s fight does go on. 

The struggle against the war - powers 
Bill, let it be remembered, was but one of the 
many battles which American labor and the 
people are waging in defense of their wel- 
fare and security. It was one part of a 
larger fight against the whole war program, 
with all that this government program im- 
plies for the people at home and abroad 
economically and politically. 

The fight against HR 1776 was not a 
ficht which would decide whether or not we 
would enter the war, as some people said. 
We have been in the war for a long time. 

The Roosevelt Administration, long be- 
fore HR .1776, had already taken the na- 
tion into the war by a series of actions, pub- 
lic and not so publie.._It had done so with- 
out even bothering to get the formal ap- 
proval of Congress. The latest Congres- 
8ional action marks another stage in speed- 
ing up actual military involvement. The 
passage of HR 1776 puts a powerful weapon 
in the hands of thé Administration with 
which to enforce the war dictatorship and 
break the resistance of the American peo- 
ple to it. 

But the people’s fight bore fruits, even 
though the issue of HR 1776 could not be 
decisive in deciding the fundamental ques- 
tion of war or peace. American labor spoke 
out against the bill, if not with the maxi- 
mum effectiveness, then certainly in such 
a way as compelled the war-makers to stand 
up to public gaze. 

The prolonged debate in Congress was 
due to the pressure of the masses whose 
distrust and hostility to the war drive could 
not be downed either by threats, “smears,” 
or false pledges. The war party did not 
like this prolonged debate at all. They fear- 
ed it; they had not counted on it. They be- 
gan to cry “stop the debate!” The popular 
movement against the bill had begwn. to 
smoke out their real intentions, which,are 
very different from what they told’ the 
American people. 


But it is clearer today than ever that la- 
bor and the people as a whole cannot look 
to Congress to represent their interests. The 


N 


masses perceived that even among those 
who voted against HR 1776 the majority had 
no differences of principle with the essen- 
tials of the war drive. With the honorable 
exception of Rep. Marcantonio, they offered 
the masses no effective program for getting 
the United States out of the war, for curb- 
ing the attacks against labor, or halting im- 
perialism. 

Neither could such individuals as Wheeler 
and Nye win mass confidence, even though 
their opposition to the bill won sympathy; 
their readiness in supporting the aid-to-Brit- 
ain policy, and above all, the anti - Soviet 
provocations of Senator Wheeler, made a 
cleavage between their position and that of 
the people’s anti-war movement.

The bitter lesson indeed for millions of Amer- 
icans today is in this post-electicn disillusionment. 
It is the swift events since November which have 
driven home the conclusion that neither a Roose- 
velt nor a Willkie, nor a Wall Street-minded Con- 
gress can be reued on to represent the toiling people 
of the nati-n. They will heed the demands of the 
people only when the people unite and organize in- 
dependently of all capitalist parties to compel at- 
tention to their interests. Independent policy and 
independent organization—this is what the American 
people need to defend themselves. 

What to dc? 

The people must gather the anti-war forces which 
came to the fore in the recent fight against HR 1776 
and carry them to new unity and activity. The re- 
quest for 7 billions to aid British imperialism should 
be opposed by labor whose wages cannot provide 
decent living standards f-r the families of America. 

The economic demands of labor, and its civil lib- 
erties, are now menaced by HR 1776 as ft will be 
put into action. These must be defended as never 
before, every inch of the way. 

No hysteria against labor, no abridgement of free 
speech, free press, must be tolerated by the forces of 
labor.

The fight for higher wages in the face of huge 
war profits, the demand for protection against speed 
up, for shorter hceurs, for jobs—these have been 
launched by labor which refuses to be enslaved in 
the name of “defense.” In defense of its welf-:2, 
the right to strike is sacred, and must n-w be de- 
fended agains: all efforts by corporations and gov- 
ernment Officials to hamstring it. 

Every movement to stop the descent into war de- 
serves the support of the people. Such a movement 
is the c:ming April 5-6 People’s Méeting organized 
by the American Peace Mobilization. In this meet- 
ing the common people of the country can rally to 
reverse the march to the trenches. 

No retreats, but forward to defeat the war drive 
which the Ameican people do not desire and do n°t 
suppert!

ject to the usual limitations applicable to charities.”

Loan Sharks—Urges
